ALLIED GAINSCONTINUE 


Conditions on the Western Front 


Forecast New Blow—Situ- 


ation Outlined 


Washington, D. C.. Oct 25.—The 


sudden flare of activity on the Italian 
front after months of almost complete 
quiet, attracted quick attention today 
among military officials here. It was 
noted, however, that first official re- 
ports from Rome carefully refrained 
from describing the action as a drive. 


The fact that nearly 3,000 prisoners 


were taken yesterday shows' the sur- 
prise nature of the attack, and it also 
may indicate waning morale in the 
Austrian army. 
Officers here would 


not be surprised if the Austrian forces, 
in view of conditions at home, showed 
weakness under heavy assault. 


Major Offensive Seems Probable. 
The place selected for the attack 


Indicated that the present operations 
may be preliminary steps to a major 
offensive. If the high ground between 
the Brenta and Piave rivers is carried 
in sufficient force, observers here be- 
lieve it might be possible for the Ital- 
ian army, supported by French and 
British units and artillery and possibly 
by American troops, to reach the val- 
ley of the Upper Plave and outflank 
the whole Austrian position on the 
lower stretches of the river, running 
from the Monte Grappa plateau to 
the sea. 


Immediate withdrawal of the Aus- 


trian forces on this line would appear 
jta be the certain result of any strik- 
ing Italian succe; . on th: line now 
under assault. 
Attack launched Between Two Rivers. 


The Piave forms a great loop, flow- 


Ing down toward the plateau from the 
northeast, then 
swinging 
sharply 


southeast to reacii the sea. West of 
the Monte Grappa heights, that de- 
flect the river course, th- 
Brenta 


flows down from the northwest and 
bends sharply south about the eastern 
face of the rugged plateau. It is in 
the territory between the two rivers 
that the new attack has been launched. 


Aside from its military significance, 


the operation in Italy is being watch- 
ed closely by officials here as a test 
of the spirit of the Austrian army. 
Reports of disorder and disaffection 
in the dual monarchy have been per- 
sistent for months and it Is regarded 
as quite within the range of possibili- 
ty that the war weariness at home 
will show itself 
decisively at the 


front In that case, the early capitu- 
lation of Germany's chief ally might 
be expected. 


Critical Situation at Valenciennes. 


On the western front, tthe situation 


around Valenciennes seemed to offi- 
cers here to be approaching a critical 
stage. The British continue to force 
their way ahead and, with the Rais- 
mes forest cleared, the water barriers 
to the north partially overcome and 
Mormal forest on the south invested, 
it appears that the gate to Mons and 
Maubeuge between the two forests 
would soon be forced. 


The French, it was also noted, were 


making more rapid progress in clear- 
ing the enemy out of the old Serre 
salient. Possibly the thickly placed 
German reserves in this sector have 
been withdrawn to meet the British 
menace. 


Strike Blow Further East. 


Viewed from a larger perspective, 


it appears possible to some 
officers 


that these two operations might now 
be compelling such a concentration of 
enemy reserves in the center of the 
long Una from the Meuse to the sea 
that the time was almost at hand 
when a new blow could be struck ef- 
'ectlvely further east.

Washington, D. C.. Oct. 25.—Details 


of the achievement of the navy de- 
partment in making; available for use 
on the western front the great naval 
guns, which press dispatches have re- 
ported to be hammering the German 
railway centers back of the Oise-Serre 
front, were made public tonight by 
Secretary Daniels. 


.The naval guns, which have been 


in operation since September 16, orig- 
inally were Intended for new battle 
cruisers but a "hrngo in the design 
of the vessels left the gun available 
for that use. Rear Admiral Earle, 
chief of the navy bureau of ordnance, 
then recommended that the guna be 
sent to the western front and he was 
directed to proceeed with the design 
and construction. 


Guns Manned by Sailors. 


The guns arc manned and operated 


by officers and men of the 
United 


States navy under the command of 
Rear Admiral Plunkett, former direc- 
tor of the office of gunnery exercise 
and engineering 
performance. 
The 


first party of officers and men to han- 
dle the guns arrived in France June 
9; the first shipment of material left 
this country June 20, aad the entire 
organization was completed and ready 
to move to the battle 'rent in France 
late in August. 


The guns are said to throw a heavier 


projectile and have a greater muzzle 
yeloclty than any weapon ever placet 
on a mobile land mounting. The weigh 
of the explosives used with these pro- 
jectiles is many times greater than 
that used in the freak German long- 
range guns and in point of their de- 
structive force they are incomparable. 


Entire Train Is Required. 


The organization to man one gun 


requires an entire train, including 
the gun car itself, and ammunition 
cars, a crane car, construction, and 
timber, kitchen, fuel, workship, -berth- 
ings and radio staff cars. Many of 
the cars were especi illy manufactured 
by the Standard Steel Car company, 
and the locomotives, 
S3 ton types 


with four pairs of drivers, were built 
by the Baldwin Locomotive works. 
One car is a complete machine shop, 
equipped^ with forge, lathes, grinders 
and drill presses. 


The gun car, as well as the ammu- 


nition cars, is heavily armored, l.COO 
square feet of the plate being re- 
quired. 


The gun car is convertible into a 


form of pit foundation to permit it 
firing at a high angle of elevation, and 
it was said the entire process of plac- 
ing the gun in that position and re- 
storing it to complete mobility re- 
quires only a iff minutes. 


Great Accuracy of Fire Shown. 
Under test, on its steel car mount- 


ing, the gun has shown accuracy of 
fire and longer ranges than ever be- 
fore possible with guns of such great 
calibre.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—Arriv- 


al in France of Colonel House, Presi- 
dent Wilson's personal representative, 
and Admiral Benson, the highest rank- 
ing officer in the American navy, has 
cleared the way for the beginning of 
such deliberation by the supreme war 
council at Versailles as may be nec- 
essary to frame and draft an armistice 
to be .submitted to -Germany.

Formerly Renowned for Its Great Number and Fine Quality of 
4 f?

Old shipbuilding plants that were 


long dead and mourned as supposedly 
beyond resurrection have sprung into 
life again, and with an energy they 
bever knew in their palmiest days, 
fesvlved and expanded, they are once 
nore taming out ships Jo carry the 
(American flag on all the «eas. For 
•alto a distance up the Penobscot and 
Kennebec rivers and some of the 
smaller streams other old shipbuilding 
yard* which bad long since moldered 
lato nothing bat memories have been 
regenerated, modernized, and are bus- 
OT adding to America's great growing 
BMtcnant marine. At other places pn 
eoast and rivers splendid new ship- 
building yards now thrive on sites that 
less than a year ago were swamps and 
JonksnopSi 


War Found Industry Deal: 


When the world war came In 1914 


there was not a ship being built In 
Portland, There were steel vessels at 
the Bath Iron Works, but only a few 
wooden ships in the whole of Maine. 
In Portland, as In many other former 
Maine shipbuilding centers, only re- 
pair work was being done. 
I Sines the present United States 
•hipping board, tinder Chairman Ed- 
ward N. Hurley, began its activities 
less than a year ago, Maine shipyards 
have been engaged in building (as 
nearly as can be ascertained) 116 ves- 
sels, some of which are for the ship- 
ping board, others for private Inter- 
ests. A number of those have already 
been launched. Of this total of 116 
vessels 41 have been wooden freight 
Steamers of an aggregate of more than 
110,000 deadweight tons, 8 have been 
steel freighters of a total of 72,600 


deadwelghffohs, and 4T schooners to- 
taling about 55,000 tons. The remin- 
der are tugbonts.-llghters and trawlers. 
And where a few yearn ago the ship- 
building force In Maine was pitifully 
small, there are now perhaps 15,000 
men working at full speed in Maine 
shipyards. This number does ' not, 
of 
course, include lumbermen or 


all others engaged in allied trades, nor 
does it comprise the force to be taken 
on In new shipyards fast being estab- 
lished. 


In Portland shipyards there are 


about 4,500 men, and the value of the 
ships on which they are working is 
roughly estimated at $10,500,000. The 
total money value of ships being built 
or to be built In the whole of Maine 
cannot be learned with any degree ap- 
proaching preciseness. but it runs Into 
the tens of millions of dollars. 


Old Shipbuilders Come Forth. 


Old Maine shipbuilding families in 


which Shipbuilding and ship operation 
had become a sort of hereditary pos- 
session have again come forth to do 
all In their power to help their country 
build ships. One of those families is 
the Hamlen family, contalntd in the 
firm of J. H. Hamlen & Son of Port- 
land. This firm was organized in 1845, 
and built ships for Its cooperage and 
lumber trade. Up to 1889, when it dis- 
continued its shipbuilding. It bad eight 
clippers, brignntines, brigs and bar- 
kentines plying to the West Indies and 
South America. The present senior 
member, James C. Hamlen. sixty-six 
years old, inherited the business from 
his father and grandfather. One of 
bis sons is a lieutenant in the army; 
another Is associated in business with 
him. 


When the United States shipping 


board, headed by Mr. Hurley, sent out 
its urgent call for ships, Mr. Hamlen 
with Immediate vigor formed the Cum- 
berland Shipbuilding company, person- 
ally supplying its entire finances. Hard 
by an old rolling mill at South Port- 
land, In which he had nn interest, was 
a dismal swamp looking out on the 
island Fort Gorges (a granite affair 
built by Jefferson Davis), and on Fort 
Preble on land sfde. That was last 
Angnst. In a few months the swamp 
had been_ transforined_into a Jorge, 


fully equipped shipbuilding plant with 
four piling ways. A fifth way Is now 
partially built 
A marine railway 


capable of hauling 3,500 and 4,000 ton 
ships is under construction, and a large 
plant for the installation of ship ma- 
chinery has been established at LIgo- 
nia, 1% miles west of Portland. 


Making It Hot for Hunt. 


Frequently the temperature was ten 


and twelve degrees below zero when 
the swamp was being filled In and the 
first ship—the Cumberland—built, but 
the men rejoiced in the thought that 
they were helping to make it hot for 
the Huns. The keel of the Cumber- 
land was laid on January 28,1918, and 
notwithstanding two months' delay In 
getting lumber from the South the 
ship was launched on July 29. She 
was the first of ten wooden freight 
steamers, each of 8,500 tons' capacity, 
that the Cumberland Shipbuilding com- 
pany is constructing for the United 
States shipping-board. The keel of the 
second ship, the Falmouth, was laid 
In the phenomenally short time of four 
minutes. 


The workers are nearly an native 


Maine men. It is a remarkable evi- 
dence of American adaptability and 
quickness of grasp that not 5 per cent 
of the force of 1,700 men at this yard 
knew anything of shipbuilding before 
they came to work In this yard. 


On the site of the old Russell ship- 


yards In Portland there is now another 
modern shipbuilding plont, that of the 
Portland Ship Coiling company. Noted 
nearly sixty years ago for their wood- 
en ships, barks and schooners, tht 
Russell yards passed Into oblivion, wiU 
not even a shack remaining. In July 
1917, the site was a mudbole. 


Then came the Portland Ship Coll- 


ing company, which up to that tlm« 
had Keen making stalls and bins foi 
cattle and grain ships. Already it hat 
launched three wooden ships, each ol 
3,500 tons. The greater part of the 50( 
men—mostly native Maine men—hav« 
been converted Into shipbuilders with- 
in a year. "Do Your All," "Do Youi 
Bit," is the motto in this yard. On on< 
of the forges is painted the exhorta- 
tion, ^Roast the Kaiser!" 


These are only two of a hjftf dozen 


shipyards in Portland, with more tc 
be established. The other yards are 
building millions of dollars' worth of 
wooden freight steamers, trawlers, 
lighters and tugs. 


In Bath approximately 50,000 dead- 


weight tons of merchant marine arc 
being built. Much of this Is steel 


, ships being constructed by the Texas 


I company, which employs about 2,600 
I men. Near by, at Boothbay »nd East 
I Boothbay, six shipbuilding concerns an 


bnilding or will build this year a total 
of a dozen or more schooners ranging 
from 500 to 1,600 tons each. 


After being dormant nearly fortj 


years, the old Boule shipyard at Botttb 
Preeport Is again bustling with activ- 
ity. This was one of the yards when 
half a century ego many of Maine1* 
best clipper ships were built Bert 
three a3o°">a wooden steamers bav< 
been under construction this year. Bel- 
fat: yards are turning out four wooden 
schooners, three of them flve-masttd. 
In other Maine places many othei 
wooden schooners, generally three and 
four masted, and a number of wooden 
freight cteamers are being harried to 
completion. 


With delight Maine A watching out 


merchant marine grow to a supreme 
place, and with pride It is sharing la 
its building.

specifically father, mother, children, 
brother, sister or wifer-have been 
repatriated after imprisonment in 
German territory will be given spe- 
cial leave of absence to meet them 
on their return, according to a ruling 
of the French war department. They 
have only to present an attestation of 
the mayor of their home town that 
the facts are as represented. 


What this means to the Poiltt can 


well be imagined, eince some of the 
repatriates just now coming through 
the Swiss border have been prisoners 
almost since the beginning of the war.

and by each of their votes, but the 
good temperance Republicans of War- 
ren county refused to vote for Senator 
Emerson for his return at the primar- 
ies this fall, and he stands defeated 
by the decree of "fair play."

The Minister of Maritime Transport 
and Merchant Marine noldi that to' 
bring materials from the United States 
or England would handicap French 
shipbuilders because of the cost ot 
materials and transportation. Thl« 
would mean that French exporter* 
wonld have to pay higher freight rate* 
to the owners after the ships were In the 
water. This would place not only ex- 
porters bat all French Industry under 
a handicap In the competition for after- 
war markets. It ia proposed, there- 
fore, that the state shall replace de- 
stroyed ships, as it can boy materials: 
more cheaply, afid therefore will be-' 
able to contract for new ships on a 
basis of Insuring reasonable rates to . 
the trader. The government contract* 
to replace ships in this manner.'withta 
three years after the war, these ships 
becoming the absolute property ot 
those from whom their eqnlralenta 
hare been requisitioned. 


On the other hand, the Ministry pro- 


poses to build a state-owned fleet for 
the colonies, which will be managed by 
ship owners, the state sharing in the 
profits and deficits. There will be no 
more subsidies for ships in which the 
government has no interests, 
With 


these plans go proposed harbor im- 
provement France has today no har- 
bor where ships of the largest types 
can dock. The government plans fur- 
ther to co-ordinate railroads and ship- 
ping lines, especially across the Med- 
iterranean to Algiers and Tunis. 


While France cannot avoid making 


extensive purchases of building mate- 
rials and machinery abroad, she plans 
to curtail largely her food Imports. 
Wheat, barley and rye are grown or- 
dinarily, but the war has brought 
many changes, and the French sre get- 
ting acquainted with the cheaper 
cereals, sach as Indian corn, millet 
and rice flour. In the government re- 
port on war economy it was recom- 
mended that every parcel of soil not 
cairivated be sown without delay wltfc 
wheat, barley. Indian corn and oat*, 
and planted with potatoes snd vege- 
tables.

.That there is a considerable num- 


ber of cases of influenza in this city Is 
not denied, or that Home of them ha\e 
been followed by pneumonia and have 
resulted fatally.

more cases is doubtless true, though 
there is sood reason to'believe that 
the malady has reached its high point 
and that from now on there w.ll be 
a diminution, perhaps a rapid one, 
in the number of cases. 


It is important however, that in 


such an emergency as the present ev- 
erybody keeps his head. Do not be- 
come frightened at the existing con- 
dition, and do not aid in spreading 
stories of its prevalence unless they 
are fully verified. 
Especially avoid 


rumors dealing with numbers, unless 
these numbers are furnished by the 
health offl"er. There is always a ten- 
dency to exaggeration in such stories, 
and they never lose in passing from 
mouth to mouth. In particular beware 
of repitition of statements giving num- 
ber of deaths. Both kinds of rumon 
do harm in that they unduly excite 
the public mind and so breed a mental 
condition which reacts upon the phy- 
sical, often with unfavorable effect 


•the thing for one to do at such a 


time as this is to dress warmly, to' 
avoid all unnecessary exposure, to be 
careful of one's diet and not to take 
chances. At the first premonitory 
symptoms one does wisely who goes 
home and to bed, summonr a physi- 
cian and thereafter submits entirely 
to his directions. And when the crisis 
IB over the thing to do in to avoid 
taking chances of relapse by going too 
early out of doora or too quickly re- 
suming work. It is much better to 
be iafe than sorry.

Wounded in Gallant Action In 


Lorraine.

the gallant action of an American 
staff officer. 


When the officer eaw there was 


danger of part of his advancing forces 
being outflanked by German machine 
gunners he personally led bis men In a 
charge against the guns. 


He captured one gun himself and 


his men took the others. The .officer 
was wounded, probably mortally. 


The officer's troops belonged to the 


division operating on the eastern wing 
of'the American offensive sector. They 
hnd taken the •village of Norroy and 
were pressing onward in the face of 
opposition from machine gnn nests.

posed one unit to a flanking fire and 
the officer forgot that he as a staff 
officer was supposed to stay away from 
the fighting and rushed in.

The plans 
of the treasury calls for the sale of 
J2,UOO,000,000 In 1918 and a similar 
sum In 1919. Do not allow rumors 
of pending peace slacken your efforts 
to make up our quota of these stamps, 
as the vast expenditures of the gov- 
ernment are to continue for dome time, 
come what may. One gratifying thing 
to be noted is that purchasers or War 
Savings Stamps are sticking to them.

ALL CLOCKS STOP FOR AN HOUtt 


AT TWO O'CLOCK TOMOU- 


KOW MORNING. 


Da)llclit Raving Lrw In 
Operation 


DurliiK La«t Seven Montliu Has 
Sated Two Million Dollar* in Gas 
Bills for the People—No D. * r. 
Pamtcujfcr Trains During Time- 
Cliknglnjc I'crto4. 


All clocks in the UUted States should 


•top for one hour at 2 a, m. Sunday 
morning, and then take up the proces- 
sion OL the hours. 


The country will then be back upon 


a sun-tlmo basis, and finished with its 
first seven months of daylight saving 
experiment. Some minor difficulty in 
transportation and Industry will be in- 
volved in this return to normal time, 
but for most people, the change will 
mean nothing more than an extra hour 
of sleep on Sunday mori-Ing, a belated 
return of the hour they lost in March 
when clock hands were Jumped for- 
ward 60 minutes by act of congress. 


Practically, clock hand* are set for- 


ward with leas trouble than they are 
set back, due to the mechanical ar- 
rangement of their interiors. The av- 
erage householder does not need to be 
warned but it may be well to under* 
stand that the best plan will be to 
stop the clock Saturday night and 
start It right again Sunday morning.

More than 
7,000 men and women had been sent 
overseas or approved for overseas 
work by early autumn and 3,822 were 
serving in American camps at home. 


Y. M. C. A. huts are the canteens of 


the American Expeditionary Force and 
are the theatres where the American 
entertainers, sent over by the "Y," ap- 
pear. Noted American public men and 
clergymen speak in the huts. Classes 
are conducted there. Millions of letters 
are written there on paper provided 
free by the "Y." Physical directors of 
the "Y" teach awl spread mass ath- 
letics, using material furalsued free 
by the organization.

IN 
KOREA 


Operations Always Begun by the Con 


atruction of a Most Ingenious 


System of Flue*. 


"When a Korean begins to bultd i 


bouse he first lays down a system o: 
flues where the floor Is to be. These 
flues begin at a fireplace, usually 
built In an outer shed or In a closed 
alleyway connected with the house 
From the fireplace the flntt branch 
out like the ribs of a fan and end in 
a trench at the back of the floor space 
This trench, in turn, opens into 
chimney, usually built at some dis 
tance from the house. When the f ues 
fire completed the builder carefully 
covers them over with flagstones; "n 
then cements the whole floor and cov 
«rs it with a sort of thick oiled pape 
for which Korea Is famous. The res 
of the house Is then built roc d th 
completed floor. 


The heating system works In thii 


way: When It is time to cook the rice 
for the morning meal the housewife 
lights a little straw or brushwood In 
tbe fireplace to tbe outer shed. While 
the rice is cooking the heat from the 
fireplace passes through tbe flues, 
heating the stone flags of the floor 
and diffusing a pleasant warmth that 
lasts until it Is time to prepare the 
next meaL Two beatings a day gen- 
erally suffice to keep tbe floor warm. 
On tbe floor the people sit by dny and 
sleep by night. The heavy oiled paper 
that covers tbe floor prevents any 
smoke from entering tbe room.
